FORTH IN REVENUE ACT

2507, credit on “earned income”’ 
and other benefits of the new law as 
they effect the average taxpayer, arc 
fully set forth. The stories are of 
informative value to millions of 
persons required to file returns of 
income for the year 1924. The 
fifth article of the series follows: 


ed to use Form 1040, regardless of 
whether his net income was or was 
not in excess of $5,000. The smaller 
form 1040-A is used for reporting 
income of $5,000 or less derived 
chiefly from salaries or wages. 


Forms have been sent to persons} 


who last year filed returns of in- 
come. Failure to receive a form, 
however, \does not relieve the tax- 
payer from his obligation to file a 
return and pay the tax within the 
time prescribed, on or before March 
15, 1925. Copies of the forms may 
be obtained from offices of collect- 
ers of internal revenue and branch 
offices. The tax may be paid in full 
at the time of filing the return, or 
in four equal installments, due on or 
before March 15, June 15, Septem- 
ber 15, and December 15.

The statement that New York 
City has more telephones than the 
v in of Great Britain conveys a 
vivid picture of the number of in- 
struments there must be in the 
city. Many people, especially fore 
eigners unused to the telephone as 
a daily necessity, may have won- 
dered to what extent such a huge 
number of telephones, more than 
a million, are used. 


A recent statement by H. A. 
Trax, chief accountant of the New 
York Telephone Company, throws 
some light on the question. Dur- 
ing the year 1923, an average of 
more than 18,570 toll or long dis- 
tance calls every day kept New 
Yorkers in close touch with the 
rest of the country, while at the 
present time the total number of 
calls, local and long distance, in 
the city averages 6,200,000 every 
day. In other words, every tele- 
phone in New York City is used, 
on verage, about five times
